twelv e classes, or that many selected 
groups (indiv iduals may b e utilized) 
and hav e each 
present 
the 
main 
thought of each of the twelv e lessons. 
Take the first lesson—let some el­ 
derly man speak for the character of 
Zacharias the priest—let him tell of 
the faithful discharge of his temple 
duties and while thus occupied 
of 
meeting the angel Gab riel with his 
startling message which was a chal­ 
lenge to Zacharias’ faith. Then for 
the second lesson let some mother tell 
of the incidents of the b irth of John 
the Baptist, of the rejoicing of friends 
and neighb ors and the hymn of Zach­ 
arias who receiv ed his speech as soon 
as he had testified to God’s will and 
showed his b elief. 
As for lesson three, let some child 
b riefly state the facts only, or the 
b irth of Jesus, i. e., read Luke 2:8-15, 
and this to b e followed b y some music 
suggestiv e of the angelic hosts. 
In lesson four we rev ert to thi? 
temple serv ice again at the dedication 
of Jesus. It would b e v ery appropri­ 
ate to hav e the superintendent of the 
Cradle Roll at this juncture 
to 
go 
through the serv ice of receiv ing 
a 
b ab y for the Crade Roll such as is fre­ 
quently performed, keeping in mind 
the main fact of the lesson. 
Now let three men enter the room, 
dressed in costume if desired, and re- j 
cite either the necessary 
scripture I 
v erses or some poetry that will con-j 
v ey to all the idea of the v isit of the ! 
wise men to Jerusalem in search of | 
the child Jesus and that they found i 
him not in Herod’s palace, b ut in low- J 
ly Bethlehem and 
there 
presented j 
their gifts and worshiped him. 
For the sixth lesson, let a twelv e- 
year-old b oy hav ing a good presence 
and strong speaking, v oice recite Luke 
2:41-50. 
Av oid Inv olv ed Questions. 
Let the pastor of the church or some 
other clergyman tell of the prophecy 
of Isaiah and of John’s fulfilling the 
same as he preached out in the coun- 


fry warning thè people to av oid The 
wrath of God and to show b y their 
righteous liv ing the fruit of the liv es 
that had repented of their ev il ways. 
Efmphasize, howev er, that John’s great­ 
est work (and our’s as well) was to 
point men to Jesus the Lamb of the 
■world. 
In a rev iew such as we are now con­ 
ducting we must av oid the inv olv ed 
questions and only present the great 
facts of the b aptism of Jesus; the wit­ 
ness of John, the presence of the 
Holy Spirit and God’s audib le approv al 
of those silent years in Nazareth. This 
is the eighth lesson. 
The ninth lesson has to do with tho 
call of the first disciples. For this 
fiv e b oys might b e selected. Let the 
leader recite Mark. 1:14, 15, “Andrew” 
v erses 17 and 18. Now let “James” 
take v erse 19 then one (Simon Feter) 
recite v erse 16 and “John his b rother” 
v erse 20. The leader can recite v erses 
21 to 26 and all together v erses 27 
and 28. 
A physician would b e an appropriate 
person to present lesson ten. 
Let him 
sketch the picture b riefly of “all the 
city” gathered ab out Peter’s door at 
the end of the day, the sick 
b eing 
healed. 
Some b usy b usiness man ought to 
depict the story of “Jesus teaching 
in Capernaum,” lesson elev en. 
Emphasize team play and illustrate 
b y a modern miracle if there b e suffi­ 
cient time. Jesus the daily friend and 
his Interest in home life is the heart 
of the twelfth lesson. 


Must Drill Carefully . 
Of course care must b e taken not to 
let any one lesson consume too much 
time else the whole will b e much too 
long. This means careful drill and 
presentation b efore rev iew Sunday. 
If a written rev iew is desired 
so 
frame the questions that the least ef­ 
ficient scholar may hav e an answer, 
i. 
let your question suggest the 
answer as far as possib le. The suc­ 
cess of a written rev iew will depend 
upon the prev ious work of the teach­ 
ers. If this suggested program is in­ 
terspersed with singing, av oid singing 
all the v erses and unnecessary Instru­ 
mental preludes and interludes. 
At 
the close let the leader drill the school 
upon the twelv e sub jects.

being arbitrarily determined by the 
lease agreement, dividends under a 
merger would be determined by 
the 
best interests of the company and the 
stockholders, is said to contain the 
same argum ents that have previously 
been put up to the stockholders,

Later, when asked again con cern in g 
his statem en ts in the Chicago speech 
upon which it was taken th a t he was 
broadly hin tin g his determ in ation to 
bolt, the colon el den ied th a t he had 
spoken the followin g, as w as quoted: 
“The R epublican s are n ot boun d to 
respect a n om in ation secured by thug­ 
gery.”
